how* sus­ 
picious they are 
of 
any proposition 
looking to a departure from them . 
The New York proposition had been 
carefully prepared a fte r lengthy con­ 
sideration and debate 
by 
a conven­ 
tion composed 
of 
tile 
really great 
m en of the state, prom inent am ong 
w hom w as Eliliu Root, adm ittedly a 
m an of 
m ost 
brilliant 
attain m en ts, 
honest and m ore th an usually censer 
vat ive. 
But in spite 
of 
that, 
the people 
would have nothing of th e new' eon* 
stitut ion and defeated it m ost over­ 
w helm ingly. This action 
is discour­ 
aging to those who realize the need 
of changes in the basic laws of m any 
states, and 
especially 
dam pens the 
hopes of Missouri for needed changes 
in th e near future. 
T his state needs a new* constitution 
m ore even than does New York, but 
som ehow or other
